Uhey 
uppealed for clothes for the 
refugees, and they got #0 
many that they opened a 
clothing depot at which they 
could all be fitted out. 


They did not have to develop 
a spirit of neighbourliness. it 
was there from the first.

New methods have been used 
by the German air force to make 
their tip and run raids on 
British harbours safer, states 
an Air Ministry bulletin. 

Messerschmitt 1093, single-seater 
fighters no bigger than Spitfires and 
Hurrleanes, have figured os bombers. 

These Messerschmitts, fitted to 
carry one high-explosive bomb, fly 
in high ond dive under the clouds to 
drop their bomb and then try to 
make for home before the British 
fighters can catch them, 

The Germans have found that we 
are taking teo heavy a toll af their 
regular bombers on these coastal 
talda. They hope by using high- 
speed fightera to save aireraty and

at Richmond. 


The organisers decided, 
wisely against any billeting on 
private families Instead they 
took over nearly 20 empty. 
unfurnished houses in the dis- 
trict, and each became a small 
Belgian colony. 

They appealed to the Rich. 
mond people for furniture, and 
they got stocks of it. ‘They 
appealed for clothes for the 
refugees, and they got #0 
many that they opened 
clothing depot at which they 
could all be fitted out. 


They did not have to develop 
a spirit of neighbourliness. It 
was there from the first. 


Baths For Eight
